spite her Spanish nativity, her sympathies are
all with Cuba, and she earnestly prays cach day
that they may be victorious. The Cuban war
news Is read and translated to her each morning.

“The Cubans are certain to win,” she sald to a
Journal correspondent. “They are fighting for
Hberty, and right is on their side., It may take
4 long time, but they will suceeed. Poor Cuba!
It Is a baptism of blood, but In the years to come
she will blossom as the rose.”

“Is it not strange that your sympathies are
not with your native country in this struggle?"

“Ah, no; the Spaln of a century ago s not the
Spain of to-day. Then her men were chivalrous
and kind. Now they are cowards and cruel. It
has been a great change, and this is the begin-
ning of the engd. Spain's days are numbered.
Her Government is rapldly falling to pleces. One
by one she Is losing her rich possessiona.

MODEL COMMUNITY.

HE model community of which I am going
to tell js extremely modest; in faet, so
modest that the residents claim that an
their plans are simply experiments, and

The town Is very pretty: the houses are sur-
rounded by fine gardens, even the smallsr houses

having bits of garden in front and behind, and =

they have no fences, but beautiful trees, which
are the pride and care of every cltizen.

There are three drinking- fountains in the
place, and at the foot of eanch fountain is a little,
low place for the dogs to drink out of, and thils
fact alone speaks volumes for the good sense and
kindliness of the inhabltants, Of course, they
have a public’library, and the public library has
several distributing polnts out in the ecountry,
and they have a good high school, with a princi-
pal who is very much interested in nature study,
80 that the pupils In attendance have had their
eyes opened to the beauty and mystery of the
world in which they live.

Lately a suspicion has been whispered that
some 0f the boys were riding over on their bley-
cles to & neighboring town where beer can be
bought, and It Is even said that a roulette table
is in active operation in a back room. Bo the
ladlés of the village held a meeting and very
wisely decided that the best thing to do was to
provide same counter attractions,

The ladies determined to open a reading room
and a gymnasium. A large hall was rented, or
rather the men rented It and the ladies con-
trolled it. The larger part was fitted up as a
gymnasium, and the rest as a pleasant living
room. They built a little stage at one end of the
gymnasium for theatricals, and they had a floor
Iald which was good to dance on, and a place fre
ranged In the gallery for the band. They sup-
plied the reading room with interesting boys' lit-
erature and good novels and with games for
amusement, .

AN OBJECT LESSON
IN POSING CHILDREN

0 you mothers, one and all, wish an ex-

cellent rule for posing your children for

their photographs? Here it i{s: Don't pose

them at all. Don't pull them, or twist
them, or fret at them.

Give them a chance to feel natural and happy,

and they will pose for you. The perfectly natu-
al position that a healthy, happy child will as-
sume when pleased or interested will give you a
finer pose than the best artist or most loving
mother could suggest. But the average perform-
ance that a child goes through before the awful
deed is done Is enough to rob It of every particle
of natural grace and beauty.

Here is the advice of a famous photographer:
Never let a child know that it is golng to hava
a picture taken. A pleture of a child cannot be
beautiful unless it is unconscious, Let the child
imagine it Is going on a ‘visit to a “nice lady,”
or 4 “kind mamn,” who loves te play with chil-
dren, and, if possible, keep up this fletion even
while the picture is helng taken. A eléver pho-
tographer can easily make a child bellgve that
the camera, the black ecloth, ste,, is all a part of
the game,

The simpler a child is dressed the better. The-
atrieal pictures for lttle folks are out of date.
A pretty, dainty gingham, a trip lnen slip, a
flannel sailor suit—the dress, in f ct, that your
baby playe in every day of his life—that is the
thing to have him photographed in.
